INTELLIGENCE. 
lhtedigence does not necessar- 
ily mean education, but yather 
quick observation and willingness 
to learn. There is plenty of need 
for intelligence in modern war-! 
fare, © Phe. National. Army, will 
be ‘foreed to absorb within a 
few months a training which 
would ordinarily extend over a 
‘period. of ‘two or ‘three years. 
Those. who intend to fit them- 
selves for promotion should study 
thoroughly the manuals and the 
drill regulations which affect 
their duties. In time they should 
learn something about map-mak- 
ing and mapreading, the con- 
struction. of field entrenchments, 
training and care of horses, sig 
nalling, the handling of complex 
pieces of machinery, and many 
other subjects. 

Any practical knowledge that 
you may now possess will surely 
be useful and helpful to you in 
the army. .Capt. Ian Hay Beith. 
of the English Army, points out 
that in the first British forces 
“of ‘the present war the previou: 
trade or training of every sold- 
ier was sooner or later utilized 


CLEANLINESS. 

Cleanliness iseimportant every- 
where, but most of all in the 
army where large bodies of men 
are brought’together. In its true 
sense, it includes not only keep 


all of them to a greater or less 
extent. Many a man has dis- 
covered, when put to the test, 
that he possessed these qualities 
without having himself realized 
it. But under civilian conditions 


it is not easv.to cultivate all of 
them. 


In the army you will have your 
apportunity in a few months 
of training to strengthen these 
qualities in yourself. In so do- 
ing you will learn to control 
yourself, to take care of your- 
self under all conditions, to meet 
hardship and danger unflinching. 
ly, to be fearless and _ self-re- 
liant. At the end of these few 
months of training you will have 
gained immensely in vigor and in 
strength.
